terwards theDuke of Norfelk and his Son; beſides his unexampled 
proceedings againſt ſome of his Wives. Preface to his-firſt vol. 
pag. 7. The Faults cs this King being fo conſpicuous and the Se- + .. 
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verity of his ws ſo unjuſtifiable, particularly that heinous 
Violation of the moſt ſacred Rules of Juſtice and Government, in 
condemning men without bringing them to make their Anſwers ; 
moſt of our Writers have ſeparated the concerns of this Church 
from his Reign ; .and imagining that all he did was founded 
only on his Revenge upon the Court of Reme for denying his. 
Divorce, have taken little care to examine how matters were 
tranſaQted in his time.

B. He thought the German Princes:and Divines ſhould have

And when many particular 
Complaints were brought to him of deteſtable Hereſies with the 
names of the Offenders, he not onely defended the Hereticts but 
ſeverely checkt the Informers. And vexed ſome of them by 
Impriſonment, and otherways. And he having entertained ma- 
ny of the King's Subjefts about himfelf, whom he had infeted 
with Hereſie, and imagining he was by force able to defend his 
Treaſons and Hereſies, on the laſt of March in the 3cth year 
of the King's Reign, in the Pariſh of St. Peters in Loxdon, when 
fome of them complained to him of the new Preachers, ſuch as 
Barnes, and others ; he faid their Preaching was good; and ſaid 
alſo among other things, that if the King would turn from it, yet 
he would nor turn. And if the King did turn and all bis People 
with him, he would fight in the field in his own Perſon with his 
Sword in hs Hand againſt him and all ethers. And then he pulled 
out his Dagger,and held it up and faid,or elſe this Dagger thruſt Me 
to the Heart, if I would not dye in that quarrel againſt them all : 
And I truſt if I live one year or two, it ſhall net be in the King's 
power:

All the Biſhops and Clergy (three 
or four excepted) honeſtly affirming, that by Authoriry of thoſe 
words, Chriſtians are bound to Conteſs their fecrer as well as open 
Sins : That Prieſts are bound to give Abfolution, : bur no Pricſt 
can Abſoive from that Sin which he knows not. DoCtor 7reſham 
anſwered, Such Confeſſion is a thing moſt Conſonant to the Law 
of God: and that it is a wiſe point, and a wholſome thing ſorodo. 
And God (ſaid he) provoketh and allureth us thereunto by giving 
active Power to Prieſts to Abſolye in theſe' words, Whoſcever Sins 
ye remit, they are'remitted, &c.

A. How docs Burnet excuſe him for theſe Opinions ? | 

B. Very oddly, as a Man would think, viz. it ſeems that af- 
terwards he changed his Opinion, for he ſubſcribed the Book that 
was ſoon after ſet out, which is dire&tly contrary to theſe. Opi- 
nions, that is to ſay, in the year 1540. he ſubſcribed to 4 Book for 
ſeven Sacraments, for Tranſubſtantiation, for the profitable uſe of 
Images to put us in mind of the great Bleſſings we have received by 
our Saviour ; for deſiring the Prayers of Saints as Interceſſors, being 
the Dottrine of the Catholick Church, For the uſe of the Fymn cal: 
led Ave Maria, in Commemoration of Chriſts Incarnation and to 
ſet forth the Praiſes of the bleſſed Virgin. Of all which particu 
lars he believed not a ſyllable ; though he ſubſcribed with the reſt 
of the Biſhops. Nay, Burnet tells you plainly, page 289. that he 
was then for reducing the ſeven Sacraments to two, but the Po- 
piſh Parry was prevalent at that time. So the old number of ſe- 
ven was agreed to anno 1540. that is, the major vote of Biſhops 
carried it againſi him, and he durſt not but ſubſcribe for fear of 
King Henry.

Fox tells you further, how certain of the Council declared 
plainly to the King about that time, that the Realm was fo in- 
fected with 'Hereſies & Hereriques, that it was dangerous for His 
Highneſs ſurtherto permir it; leſt peradventure by long ſuffering, 
ſuch Contention ſhould ariſe, and enſue in the Realm among(t 
his Subjects, that thereby might ſpring horrible Rebellions and 
Uproars, like as in ſome parts of Germany it happened not long 
ago; the Enormity whereof they could not impure to any fo 
much as to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, p. 641, 642.

anno 1556. Do&or Brooks Biſhop of Gleceſter charged him as 
followeth. My Lord, at this preſent weare ſent by Commiſſion 
partly from the Popes Holyneſs, partly from the King and Queens 
moſt excellent Majeſties, not to your utter diſcomfort, but to 
your comfort, if you will your ſelf; not to judge you, but to 
put you in Remembrance of what you have been. Neither 
come we to Diſpute with you, but ro Examine you in certain 
matters, which being done, to make Relation thereof to him 
that hath power to judge you. And firſt, as Charity doth moye 
us, I think good to exhort you by the words of Saint John. Re- 
member from whence you are fallen, and do your firflt works, You 
have fallen from the univerſal Church of Chriſt,from the very true 
and received Faith of all Chriſtendom, and that by open Here- 
fie : You have fallen from your promiſe to God, from your Fide- 
jity and Allegiance, and thar by open Preaching, by Marriage and 
Adultery : You have failen from your Sovereign Prince and 
Queen by open Treaſon, &c. and although irmay be conjettured 


that in ail your time ye were not upright in the Honour and 


Faith of Chriſt ; but rather fer up of purpoſe as a fit inſirument 
(note thu) whereby the Church might be ipoiled and brought into 
ruin ; yet it may appear by many your doings otherwiſe, and 1 
tor my part, as it behoveth each one of us, ſhall think the beſt. 
For who was thought to have more Conſcience of obſerving the 
Order-of the Church 2 More earneſt in the defence of the reat 
preſence of Chriſt's Body and Blood in the Sacrament of - the Al- 
tar than.yee were 2? Then all things proſpered with you, your 


Prince favoured you ; your Candleſtick was ſet-up in the higheſt 


* Place of the Church, and the light of your Candle was over all 
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the Church. Bur after ye began 'to fall by Schiſm, and. would 
| ſtourly uphold the unlawſul requeſts of King Zexry VIE then | 


began you to fanty unlawful liberty. When yee had exiled a 
oo0d Conſcience, when you had fortaken God, God forſook you, 
and gave you over to your own will, and fuffered you to fall in- 
ro Schiſm and Hereſie, and from that to Perjury, and from Per- 


jury to Treaſon, and fo in concluſion, into the full Indignation cf 


God for your other abominable Opinions. | 
But hero peradventure you will ſay rome; what Sir, my fall 
is nor ſo great as you make it. I have not yet fallen from the Ca- 
tholick Church; for that is not the Catholick Church thar the 
Pope is Head of,” there is another Church.

So that if Novatus was in the true Church, 
then wasnot Cornelius, who by lawful Succeſſion ſucceeded Pope 
Fabian. Here Saint Cyprian intends by the whole proceſs to 


our Sovercign Prince, which you may think a juſt puniſhment of 


© prove, and concludeth thereupon, that the true Church was only 


Rome. But you will ſay perhaps, that you fel! not by Zerejee ; 
ſo faid the Arrians alledging Scripture for themſelves, and poing 
abour to perſwade their Aerefie by Scriprure.

For as he lay on his Death-bed upon the day of Epz- 
phany, he demanded of them that were preſent, is this the day of 
Epiphany and appearing of our Lord > They anſwered him Yes;

comfort or diſcomfort. This Remorſe argues, that he feared the 
danger of them whom he had ſeduced from the Faith of Chriſt. 
Let this move you eyen at the laſt point; as your Caſe is not 

unlike to Berengarius, ſo let your Repentance be like his, unleſs 
you Will according to the hardneſs of your Heart treaſure up wrath 
againft the day of Wrath.

.of London, (theſe are Foxes. words) almoſt all the Judges. and 
chief Lawyers of the Realm, (Juflice Hales only excepred,) Cranmer 
and Ridly Biſhop of London conſpired to advance the Lady Fane 
Grey, and exclude their lawtul Sovereign the Princeſs Mary, cl- 
deft Daughter to King Henry, VIIL. Their grand pretence being 
that otherwiſe the Proteſtant Religion could not ſand ; and hav- 
ing Proclaim'd Lady Fave, the Lords of the Council writ a Let- 
ter to the Princeſs Mary, dated Faly gth 1553. aCopy whereof 
you may ſee in Fox, 3 Vol. Cranmer Subſcribing the firſt Man.

For Anſwer whereof, tha u to advertiſe 
you that forarmuch as our Sovereign Lady (Queey Jane, s, after the 
Death of onr Sovereign Lord Edward YT. a Prince of moſt noble 
Memory, twoefted and poſſeſſed with the juſt and right Title in the 
Imperial Crown of thu Realm ——— you ſurceaſe by any pretence 
to vex and moleſt any of our Sovereign Lady Queen Jane, ber Sub- 
zeds, Qc. Soul 

A. How does Burnet Apologize for this? 

B. Nothing at all for'this Letter, which is too palpable and 
too unfortunate to admit of any colour. He conſefles, rhe Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury was the firſt Man that Subſcrib'd it. 

A. But I have heard that he refuſed to ſer his hand (King Ed- 
ward being yet alive) ro certain Articles for Difinheriting the 
Daughters of . Zenry VIII. after they were ſigned by all the 
Privy-Council, all the Judges and chief Lawyers, except Juſtice

| him to paſs by his Siſter £/iſabetb, who had been always much 
in his Favour," I do. not ſo well underſtand. But the King being 
wrought over to this, on the 117h of Fune, Meuntague Chic Ju- 
ſtics of che Common-Pleas, Baker and Browly two Judges, with 
the King's Attorney and Solicitor were commanded to come to 
Council, There they found the King with fome Privy-Councel- 
lors about hirti. "The King told them he did now apprehend the 
danger the Kinpdom might be in by the Succeſſion of his Siſter 
Mary. So he ordered fame Artzzies to be read to them of the 
way in which he would haye the Crown to deſcend. They ob- 
jefted thar an Att of Parliament could not be taken away by 

_ any ſuch Device ; yet the King required them to take the Ar77- 
cles and draw a Book according to them. They asked 2 little 
rime to conſider of ir. So haying examined the Statute of the 
firſt year of his Reign, they found that it was Treaſon nor only 
after . the King's Death, bur in his life-time to change the Suc- 
cefſion. ani 

Secretary Petre in the meantime preſſed them to make haſte; 
When they came again to the Council, they declared they could 
nor do any ſuch thing ; for it was Treaſon. And all the Lords 
ſhould be Guilry of Treaſon if they went on init. Upon which 
the Duke of Nerthumberlayd, who was not then in the Council 
Chamber, being advertiled of this, came in great Fury, calling 
Mountague a Traitor: But the Judges ſtood to their Opinion. 
They were again ſent for and came on the 15th of Fane. The ] 
King was preſehit, and ſomewhat ſharply asked chem, why they 
hadnot prepared the Book, as he had ordered them? They an- 
ſwered, that whatever they did would be of no force without a 


Parliament. But the King ſaid, he would have it firſt done, _ 
then 
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then ratified in Parliament; and therefore required chem on. their 
Allegiance:to-g0 about it ;.-and-'ſome -Councellors told them, if 
they refuſed to Obey that, they were Traytors. | This put them 
in a great Conſternation ; and Old Meuntague thinking: it could

the Daughters of his late Maſter. Many Conſultations were 
had to perſwade him to ir ; but he could not be prevailed on, 
till che King himſelf ſet on him, who uſed many Arguments from 
the danger Religion would otherwiſe be in, together with other 
Perſwafions ; fo that by his Reaſons, or rather Importunities, at 
laſt he brought him to it. | 
NOTE. Zhe Dottors excuſe for this unjuſt At of Cranmers 
(importunity,) the ſame that naughty Women are (aid to pretend for 
their Incontinency. If he 4d this only as ſubmitting to hs Prin- 
ces importunity, how came be after King Edward's Death to Sub- 
 feribe the aforeſaid Letter > And to do both after he had ſaid he 
he would never conſent to the difinheriting of King Henry's Chil- 
dren > The Reader may now underſtand the reaſon why he anſwer 
ed little or nothing to the Treaſon objefled to him by the Biſhop of 
Gloceſter, becauſe there was too much Truth in it. And methinks 
this excuſe which Burnet makes for him does bimmo ſervice ; namely, 
that he ſtood off a good while, but at laft with much a do was perſwa- 
ded into this Conſpiracy againſt K.Henry's Children. How does this 
auſwer the Charatter which Fox gives of him, in cauſes pertaining to 
God and his Prince no Man more ſtout, no Man more conſtanr.

which expreſly commanded Prayers for the dead.) After this ſhe 
. was ſent for to Court, and pains was taker to inſtrutt her ber- 

rer; but ſhe refufed'to-enter'into any” Reaſonings,” and claimed 
the Promiſe. that was ſaid to- be*made to the Frperor, | Bur it 
was'told her; that it was bue temporary and conditional. Where- 
.upon the laft Summer (amo'r 550.) ſhe was defig! 
of Exgland ———— The Emperors Ambaſſador folicited tor 'her 
violently ; and ſaid, he would preſently take leave, and proteſt 
 thar they had broken their Faitht 'to- his Maſter, "who woutd're- 

ſent the Uſage of the Lady Mary as highly as if it were done" im- 


mediarely ro himſelf. The Privy Connſelers having no mind ro. 


draw a new War on their Heads, eſpecially from ſo victorious a 
Prince, were all inclined to let the matter fall. There was alfo 
a Years Cloth lately fent- over to Antwerp, and 1500 Quin 
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tals of Powder, with a great deal of Armour, bought there for 
the King's uſe, was not come over. So it was thought by no 
means adviſable to.provoke.the Emperor, while they had ſuch 
effects in his Ports':'Nor were they very willing to give higher 
Provecations to the next Heir of the Crown. Therefore they 
all adviſed the King not to do more in that matter at preſent, but 
to leave the Lady Mary to her Diſcretion ; who would certainly 
be made more Cautious by what ſhe had met with, and would 
give as litrle ſcandal as was poſſible by her Maſs. 

_ But King Edward could not be induced to give way to it, for 
he thought the Maſs was Impious and Idolatrous (as Cranmer, 
and the reſt of hu Tutors had inſlrufted him,) fo he would not con- 
ſent ro the continuance of ſuch a Sin. Upon this the Council or. 
dered Crazmer, Ridiey, and Poinet (the new Biſhop of Wincheſter). 
to diſcourſe with -him abour it. They told him it was always 
a Sin in a Prince to permit any Sin, but to give a Conmmvance ; 
that is, not to Puniſh, was not always a Sin. Since ſometimes 
a leſſer Evil connived at might prevent a greater. He was over: 
come by this, yet not ſo eaſily, but that he burſt forth into Tears, 
lamenting his Siſters obſtinacy, and that he muſt ſuffer her to 
continues in ſo abominable a way of Worſhip as he efteemed rhe 
Maſs.

Reader, Obſerve here the Caſuiſtry of theſe new Apeſiles Oran 
mer, Ridley, aud Poiner, Gc. governing the Conſcience of this young 
AKmg. At bis. Fathers death they all went to Mals : King Henry 
was no ſooner dead, but they repreſent it to King Edward as the moſt 
impious and deteftable Idolatry, not to be tolerated by any Chriſtian 
King. He underſtood not their Knavery, being them (anno 1546.) 
a Child of nine years old ; but verily thought them (what they pre- 
tended to be) the moſt fincere Chriſtians. After four or five years, 
he is amazed to find the Spirit of Reformation appearing with a 
Cloven foot, and diſtinguiſhing betwrxt Permitting and Conniving 
at the impiety of the Mals for interefts ſake. He burſt out into 
Tears at the Counſel of theſe new Evangeliits, thus mingling earth.

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Burnet mnforms you, that King Edward's Council being now leſs 
in fear of the Emperor —— In July (ame 1551) ſent for Iygle- 
field, Walgrave and Rocheſter, three of the Lady Marys chict Of- 
ficers and pave them Inſtructions to ſignific unto her the Kings 
Pleaſure to have the new Service in her Family (zheſe are Burners 
words) and to return with an Anſwer. In Auguſt they came back, 
and ſaid, ſhe received the Meſſage very prievouſly; and that ſhe 
would obey the King in all things, except where her Conſcience 
was touched. . Upon this they were ſent to the Zower. - Then 
the Lord Chancelor, Sir Anthony Wingheld, and Sir William Petre © 
werg ſent unto her with a Letter from the King, and Inſtruftions 
from the Council. They came to her Houſe at CoprhaJ in Eſ- 
| ſex. The Lord Chance/er gave her the Kings Letter, which ſhe 

received on her knees, and ſaid, ſhe paid that reſpe& to the 
Kings Hand, and not to the Matter of the Letter, which ſhe 
knew proceeded from the Council. And when ſhe read it, ſhe 
ſaid, 4h! Mr. Cecil took much pains here (he was they Secretary 
of State); ſo ſhe turned ro the Counicllors,. and bid them deli- 
yer their Meſſage to her, wiſhing them to be ſhort; for ſhe was 
not well at eaſe. The Lord Chancellor told her, that all the 
Council were of one mind, that ſhe muſt be no longer ſuffered 
to have private Maſs. or a Form of Religion diftcrent from 
what was eſtabliſhed by Law. Ee, 

He went to read the Names of thoſe that were of that mind : 
bur ſhe defired him to ſpare his pains, ſhe knew they were all 
ot a fort. They next told her, they had Order to require her 
Chaplains ro uſe no. other Service than what was according to 
Law. | 
' She anſwered, ſhe was the Kings moſt obedient Subje&t and: 
Siſter ; and would obey him in every thing, bur where her Con- 
ſcience held her, and would willingly ſuffer Death ro do him 
Service : bur ſhe would lay her Head on a Block, rather than 
uſe any other Form of Service, than what had been at her Fa- 
thers Death; only ſhe thought (o4/erve this) ſhe was not wor- 
thy to luffer Death upon 1o good an. account, . When the King 


came 
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came to be of Age, ſo that he could order theſe things himſelf, 
ſhe would obey his Commands in Religion, For although he 
(Good, Sweet King) theſe were her words, had more Knowledge = 
than any of his years, yet he was not a fit Judge in theſe mat- 
ters. For if a Ship were to be fet to Sea, or any matter of Po- 
licy to be determined, they would not think him fit for it; much 
lefs could he be able to reſolve Points of Divizity. 

I have tranſcribed thu paſſage at large oat of Burner, (pag. 173, 
174. 2.vel.) fer two reaſens. 1. To acquaint the Reader how theſe 
Reformers feered their courſe according to their Intereſt. For (in 
Fuly 1551.) being now in leſs fear of the Emperor ( ſays Burget) 
they ſent 3 Meſſengers to her, to ſignifie the Kings Pleaſure, thar 
ſhe muſt be no longer ſuffered ro have Maſs in her Family. 2. 7s 
entertain. you with thu paſſage of the Chriſtian and Noble Bebaviour 
of the Lady Mary, confeſſed by Burnet himſelf. And more of it you 
ſhall hear anon.

B. 'Tis this. On the 12ch. of April, 1549. (the third year 
of Edward VI.) a Complaint was brought to: the Council, that 
with the Strangers that were come into Engiand, ſome Anaba- 
ptiffs had. come over, and were diſſeminating their Errors and 
making Proſelites: ſo a Commiſion was ordered for the Arch. 
biſhop of Canterbury, the Biſhops of Ely, Wircefer, Weſtminſter, 
Chichefter, Lincoln and Rochefter, c. and fome others, three of 
them being a Qzorum, to examine and ſearch after al! Anabaptiſts, 
Feretiques or Contemners of the Common Prayer. They were 
to endeavour to reclaim them, to erzoyn them Penance, and pive 
them Abſolution : or it they were obſtinate, to excommunicate 
and impriſon them; and to deliver them over to the ſecular Pow. 
ex to be {urther proceeded againſt. Some Tradeſmen in Loydey 
were brought before theſe Commiſſioners in May, and were per- 
ſwaded to abjure their Opinions, which were, that a man regenc- 
rate could not fin; that though the outward man finned, the inward 
man fiyned not. That there was no Trinity of Perſons, that Chriſt 
was only a holy Prophet, and not at all God: that the Baptiſm of 
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Aj was wot profitable. That Chrift took nd Fleſh of the Vir: 

in, Oc. 
: One of thoſe, who thus abjured, was commanded to carry a 
Faggot next Sunday at Saint Pauls, where there ſhould be a Ser- 
mon ſerring forth his F/ereffe But there was another of rheſe 
extream obſtinate, Joay' Bocher, commonly called Foan of Xent, 
ſhe denied that Chrift was truly incarnate of the Virgin. whoſe Fleſh 
being finful. he could take none of it : but rhe Word by the conſent 
of the inward man in the Virgin, took Fleſh of her. Theſe were 
her words. They rook much pains about her, and had man 
Conferences with her; but fhe was fo extravagantly conceited of 
. her own Notions, that ſhe tejetted all they (aid with ſcorn; where: 

upon ſhe was adjudped an obſtinate Hererique; and fo left ro the 
ſecular Power. This being returned to the Coxncil, the pood Kinp 
was moved to ſign a Warrant for burning her ; but could not be 
prevailed on to do it. He thought it a piece of Crueity cob like 
that (fays Burnet) which they had condemned in the Papiſts, to 
burn any for their Conſciences. Crammer Was employed to per- 
ſwade him to ſign the Warraye. He argued from the Law of 
Moſes, by which aymeners were to be ſtoned : he rold the King, 
he made a preat difference berween Errors in other Points of Di- 
vinity, and thoſe that wete direGtly againſt the 'Apoſtles Creed: 
That. cheſe were Tmpieties apainft God, which a Prince, as be- 
ing Gods Deputy, ought to puniſh, as the Kings Depaties were. 
obliged ro puniſh Offences againſt the Kings Perſon. Theſe Rea- 
ſons did rather ſilence than farisfie the young King ; who- ſtill 
thought ir a hard thing (as in truth it. was, Tays Burner) to pro- 
ceed fo ſeverely in ſuch caſes. So he ſer his hand tothe Warrant 
wirh tears in his eyes, ſaying to Crarmer, that if he did wrong, 
fiace it was in ſubmiſſion to your Authority, you ſhall anſwer ior 
it to God. This ſtruck the Archbiſhop with much horror, ſo that 
he was very unwilling to have the Sentence execured, '(.F7er 
| Crime was nothing elſe but that ſhe had read the Bible, and inter- 
preted it arcording to that Fudgment of Diſcretion which Cran- 
mer allow'd to every one:) But he and Ridley took the mg" 
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then in cuſtody to their Houſes, to ſee it they could. perſuade 
her. But ſhe continued to carry her ſelf ſo contemptuouſly, that 
at laſt the Sentence was executed on her, the ſecond of May next 
year, and ſhe was burnt. SY 
This Action (faith Burnet) was much cenſured, as being con- 


frary to the Clemency of the Geſpe/; and was oft made uſe of 


by the Papiſts, who ſaid it was plain that the Reformers were on- 
ly againſt Burxing, when they were in fear of it themſelves. And 
the Womans Carriage made her be lookr on as a frantick perſon, 


fitter for Bedlam than a Stake. 


Two years after this, one George Pare a Datchman was burnt, 
for ſaying, that Chriſt was not Very God. | 
 Inall the Books publiſhed in Queen Marys days, juſtifying her 


Severity againſt the Proteſtants, theſe inſtances were always made 


uſe of, and no part of Cranmers Life expoſed him more then this 


did. Burnet, p. 111, 112. 2. vol.

The ſpecial matter of his Indictment was, that on 
the 7th of May preceding, before Cremwes, Bedyl and ſome others 
that were preſſing him concerning the Kings Supremacy, he faid, 
he would not meddle with any ſuch matter. And was fully re- 
ſolved to ſerve God and think upon his Paffon, and his own paſ- 
ſage out of this World. That he. had alſo ſent divers Meſſages 
by one George Gold to Biſhop Fiſher, to encourage him in his ob- 
ſtinacy, and faid, the A of Supremacy is like a Sword with two 
Edpes; for if a man anſwer one way, it will confound his Soul, 
and if he anſwer another way, it will confound his Body. That 
he had faid the ſame thing on the third of Fuxe, in the hearin 
of the Lord Chance/er, the Duke of Norfo/k and others. A 
that he would not be the occaſion of the ſhortening his own 
Life. | 

This and other particulars, which paſſed betwixt him and Rich 
the Kings Sollicitor, were laid together, and judged to amount to 
a Denyal of the Kings Supremacy. Judge Spe/may writes, that 
More being on his Tryal, pleaded ſtrongly againſt the Statute 
that made it 7reaſon to deny the Supremacy ; and argued, that 
the King could not be Supream Head of the Church. When he 
was brought to the Bar, he pleaded Net Gazlty ; but being found 
Guilty, Judgment was given aganſt him as a Traitor. He re- 
ceived it with an equal Temper of Mind, which he had ſhewed 
in both conditions of Life ; and then ſet himſelf wholly to pre- 
pare for Death. He expreſſed great Contempt of the World : 
and that he was weary of Life, and long'd for Death; which 
was fo little terrible to him, that his ordinary Facetiouſneſs re- 
mained with him on the Scaffold. It was cenſured by many, as 
light and undecent; bur others ſaid, that way having been fo na- 
tural to him on all other occaſions, it was not at all affected ; 
but ſhewed that Death did no way diſcompoſe him; nor ſo much 
as put him out of his ordinary Humour. Yer his rallying every 
thing on the Scaffold, was thought to have more of the Szoick 
than the Chriff:an in it. |

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- After ſome time ſpent in ſecret Devotions, he was beheaded 
on the fixth of July. © Ione! 
Thus dyed Sir Thomas More in the 53d year of his age. He 
was a man of rare Vertues and excellent Parts. In his youth he 


had freer thoughts of things, as appears by his 2/20pia and his 


Letters to Eraſmus ; but afterwards he became ſuperltitiouſly de- 
yoted (ſays Burnet) to the Intereſts and Paſſions of the Popifh 
Clergy ; and as he ſerved them when he was in Authority, even 
to aſſiſt them in all their Cruelties; ſo he employed his Pen in 
the ſame Cauſe, both in writing againſt all the ew Opinions in ge- 
neral, and in particular againſt 7indae/, Frith and Barns. He 
was no Divine at all (if you believe Baryer,) and it is plain to 
any that reads his Writings, that he knew nothing of Antiquity, 


| beyond the Quotations he found in the Canon Law, and in the 


Mafter of the Sentences; only he had read ſome of St. Auftins 
Treatiſes : For upon all points of Controverſie he quotes only 
what he found in thoſe Collefttions. Nor was was he at all con- 
verſant in the critical Learning upon the Scriptures ( he did not 
care for the new fangled Conceits of the Reformers.) But his pecu- 
liar Excellency in writing was, that he had a natural, eaſie Ex- 
preſſion, and preſented all the Opinions of Pepery with their. fair 
ſide to the Reader, diſpuiſing, or concealing the black fide of them 
with great Art; (that #, he did not underſtand, or miſtake Popery 
as Proteftants do;) and was no leſs dextrous in expoſing all the 
ill conſequences that could follow on the DoQtrine of the Re- 


formers; and had upon all occaſions great ſtore of pleaſant Tales, 
which he applied wittily to his purpoſe. And in this conſiſts 


the great ſtrength of his Writings, which were deſigned rather 
for the Rabble than for learned Men. But for Juſtice, Contempt 
of Mony, Humility, and a true Generoſity of Mind, he was an

The Biſhop of Rechefter had been a Priſoner above a year, and 
was very ſeverely uſed (ſays Burnet); he complained in his Ler- 
ters. to Cromwe/ ( then Secretary of State) that he had neither 
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Clothes, nor. Fire., being then about fourſcore years of ape. 
If he had kept his Opinion of the Kings Supremacy to him- 
ſelf, they could not haye proceeded further. + He would 'not do 
thar, bur did upon ſeveral occafions ſpeak againſt ir. So he was 
brought to his Tryal on the 17th of Fune. The Lord Chancel- 
lor, the Duke of Suffolk, and ſome other Lords, together with 
the Judges, fare'upon him by Commiſſion of Oyer arid Terminer. 
He pleaded Not Guilty. But beitig found Guilty, Judgment paſ- 
ſed on him to dye as a Traytor. Bur he was by a Warrant from 
the King beheaded. Upon the 22 of Fane, being the day of his 
Exccution, he dreſſed himſelf withimore than ordinary care; and 
when his Man took notice of it, he told him; he was to be that 
day a Bridegroom. As he was led to-the'place of Execution, 
being ſtop'd in the way by the croud, he opened his New Te- 
ſtament, and prayed to this purpoſe, that as that Book had been 
his Companion and chief Comfort in his Impriſonment, ſo then 
ſome place might tutn up to him, that might comfort' him- in his 
laſt paſſage. This being ſaid, . he opened the Book at a venture, 
in which theſe words ot St. Fohns Goſpel turd up, This u Life 
eternal, to know thee the only true God, and Jeſus Chrift, whom 
thou haſt ſent. So he ſhut the Book with much farisfation; and 
all the way was reading and meditating on them. When he came 
ro the Scaffold, he pronounced the Te Dexm. And after ſome 

other Devotions, his Head was cur off. 
Thus dyed For Fiſher, Biſhop of Rechefter, in the 8th year 
of his age. He was a learned and devout man (faiys Burxet,) 
bur much addicted tothe Superſticions in which he had been 
bred up, and that lcd him to preat ſeverities againſt all thar op- 
poſed them. He had been for many years Conteſlor to the Kings 
Grandmother the Counteſs of Richmond. And it was believed, 
that he perſuaded her to thoſe noble deſigns fer the Advance- 
ment of Learning, of founding 2 Colledges in Cambriedge, St. Fohns 
and Chri/ts Colledge ; and Divinity Profeſſors in both Univerl1- 
ties. And in acknowledgement ot this he was choſen Chance//or 
of the Univerſity of Cambridge.
